Preventing Farm Fires 


It is well known that in Canada 
every year losses due to farm fires a.

Range. Care of Pullets 

The time to allow chicks free range 
without heat will depend on the sea. 
son, Usually when the birds are six 
to eight weeks of age they can get 
along if care ig taken to see that they 
do not run out on wet days or get in 
the long wet grass. Before allowing 
the stove to go out, put in low roosts 
and get the birds accustomed to 
roosting The stove may be left in 
the house without a fire for several 
days, to be ready in case of an em. 
ergency. 

In planning a range for pullets it 
is advisable to plan a year in advance 
so that a plot of clover will be av. 
ailable each year. In order to have 
the bird, on clean ground every year 
three plots of ground should be av. 
ailable. one being in roots or corn, 
one in grain and the other in clover. 
With this system of range rotation in 
operation it has been possible to 
handle three to four hundred pullets 
on a little over one-half acre of 
ground each year and the birds have 
had an abundance of green feed. The 
clover is cut late in June, allowing 
sategriee shoots to grow for feed 
during/July and August.

the soll around the young vegetable 
plantas. 
About ten days later, when the 
plants up well in. the row, the 
Dutch should be used, pushing it 
ahead close to the row, just skimming 
the plants. This should be repeated 
every ten days, or oftener when the 
weather is suitable. The Dutch hoe is 
the most valuable tool that any gar. 
dener can have; no gardener should 
be without one. It does much better 
work than the draw hoe generally 
used, is easier to handle and does not 
disturb the révts ag does the ordin. 
ary hoe. The draw hoe is useful for 
what its name implies, to, draw soil 
towards the plants if they should re.

LINOTYPE MACHINE 
OPERATED BY SETTER 
600 MILES AWAY 


A man sitting in the New York 
offices of the Associated Press oper. 
ated a linotype machine in Charlotte, 
N. C., Thursday night. 

All he did wag punch the keys of 
a typewriter and feed his copy into a 
metal transmitting device. The result 
was type, set in columu-width, in the 
office of the Charlotte Observer, 611 
miles away. 

The device, called Ssemagraph, is 
the invention of Bufford L. Green, 
veteran of 26 years’ service in the 
Observer composing room, He perfect. 
ed the semagraph after twelve years 
of work, with the assistance of O. 
White, mechanical supervisor: of The 
Observer; W. T. White and the fin. 
‘ancial backing of Curtis B. Johnson, 
the publisher. 

The typewriter used in New York 
was a standard machine which, each 
time it struck off a letter, also print. 
ed a “code” figure of one to six dots. 
Each line of copy contained five to 
seven words, the number that appears 
in a line of type one column wide.

ABITIBI POWER 
BOND TRUSTEES 
LOSE THEIR APPEAL 


The Ontario Court of Appeal on 
Monday upheld a judgmeat of Mr. 
Justice C. P. McTague, denying the 
motion by the Trustees for the bond. | 
holders of the Abitibi Power and Pa. 
per Company, Limited, asking ap. 
proval of the plan of reorganization , 
of the company as propcsed by J. P. 
Ripley, chairman of the bondholders’ | 
representative committee. 

Mr. Justice McTague, January 17, 
rejected the plan to sell the company's 
assets, to a company to be formed 
because he found the Judicature Am. 
endment Act, 1935, Ontario, under 
which the motion was brought was 
not applicable to Abitibi, the company 
being federally.chartered. 

Mr. Justice McTague, without rul. 

ing the Ontario legislation ultra vires 
said it could not be applied to insol. 
vent companies as they were govern. 
ed by federal legislation. 
The judge held a sufficient number 
of shareholders of the huge power 
and pulpwood empire of the company — 
had not approved the Ripley plan. He 
commented that if a higher court re. 
versed hi, judgment on applicability 
of the Ontario legislation, the mo. 
tion still would fafl because of this.

After setting 
off a number of charges of dynamite 
and digging for four dayg he thinks 
that he is very near the treasure. 

The prospector claimed that all 
three machines he uses for locating 
gold, silver and copper, indicated that 
there is some of each metal lying a.
